Following ia the full text of the substi- 


tute : 


That from and after the passive oE 


this ai-t, thy i-iliita of the United Stated 
shall be open to tho coinage of silver, 
and lucre shall be coined dollars of the 
weight of 41^J.< grains troy, ofa standard 
silver, iiine-timtlia line, aa provided by 
tho net of January 18, 1837, and upon 
the game terms ani subject to tlio lim- 
itation H and provisions of tho law regu- 
lating the coinage and legal tender qual~ 
ity of tfold, and whenever the said coins 
herein provided for shall be received 
into the treasury certificate)] may be 
issued thereon in the manner now pro- 
vided bylaw. 


(section 2—That the secretary of tbe 


treasury shall coin into standard silver 
dollars as BOOH aa practicable, according 
to the provisions of section 1 of this act, 
from the silver bullion purchased under 
authority of tho net of July 14, 1890, en- 
titled, "An net directing the purchase of 
silver bullion and the istmc of treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes)," 
that portion of said silver bullion which 
represents tho seigniorage, or profit to 
the government, to-wit: thu difference 
between the coet of the silver purchased 
under said act and its coinage value,and 
said eilvcr dollars GO coined shall he 
used in payment of the current expenses 
of the govern i nun t, and for the purpouo 
cf making tbe said auigniorago immedi- 
ately available fur use us money, the 
eecretary of tho trcneury ia hereby ad- 
viecd and directed to issue silver certifi- 
cates agniiiBt it, as if it was already 
coined and in tbe treasury.

note shall ho hereafter issued for a 
denomination less than $10, anil all 
notes o! mich banks nowoutatamiiim of 
denomination,] less than that sum shall 
be, us rapidly as practicable, taken up, 
redeemed and canceled, nnd notes of $10 
ntid larger denominations shall be issued 
in their stead under the direction of the 
comptroller of the currency.

General Jourertguarantees 
the aafety of Johannesburg dunnc the 
armistice. 


"A dispatch received from Krnger re- 


ports that tbe eurvivors of Dr. Jame- 
son G force are in a terrible condition, 
having had no sleep or food since De- 
cember mh." 


The defense committee in Johannes- 


burg is serving out arms.
